JUSTIFIED LEGALLY 



Historical Qub Hears Paper 
By Walt On Indiciuient 
' Of Jesus 

That Pontius Pllaf^^but' little 
•alternative to the slsiiing of Christ's 
death warrant was the conclusion 
arrived at by Alalstair ^^Watt, in 
rending a paper , last nlgiit, before 
tho Historical Club, at 3478 McTav- 
Ish. The paper dealt with "Tho 
trial of Jesus before Pontius Pilate" 
placing special emphasis on- the legal 
aspects of the case. 

At the time, the province of Judea, 
centering around Jerusalem was 
under the 8upe^^•l8lon of Rome, 'yet 
It had great autonomy in that the 
Jewish Sanhédrin, or senate, exer- 
cised not' only spiritual but also ad- 
mlnlstratiya||^i|iJudlclal authority. 
Tho Roin^Hp^^ator had a power 
of ratification ' or veto over any ac- 
tion of the Sanhédrin— but th|8, pow- 
er could not wisely be exercised too 
often. 

Preached Non*RetîeUnee. 

.'The Jews were somewhat • disap- 
pointed ' at • Jesus' attitude towards 
Rome. "So far as we can Ju^ge, 
Christ preached neither resistance 
nor passive resistance^ but- absolute 
non-resistance to Rome," 'which an- 
gered the larg«' element in Ju'dea, 
'vyho expected from .Jesus a leader 
'of revolt. His general message was 
far from being understood. To many, 
the Messianic claim of •Christ •was 
both blasphemous and contrary, to 
religious principles. , ). 

His views on Theology, however 
were .np ifipre .controversial to the 
oeïitral' "doctrines than , those of .many 
o.thers. • It was .mainly . the politlcaj 
t|tle, "King .of; the. Jowt'l which was 
Hie . source of offence. Spurred , on 
V .the; mob, the Jewish leaders' tried 
Christ. The Passover occasion and 
qtlier. considerations made -It an un- 
favorable moment for, risking a mob 
action, or revolt against Rome. Jc-

But this is not all. Not only do these 
schools of education want to control and 
standardize the methods of high and ele- 
mentary school teaching, but even of the 
universities. Columbia gives a Ph. D. de- 
gree for high school and university teach- 
ers in natural science for which the stu- 
dent may spend one year on i;he subject 
which he expects to teach. He then spends 
two years and writes a thesis on education. 
Imagine a professor trained in this way, 
spending only one year of post-graduate 
work on his subject, and two years on how 
to teach it! 

We hope we shall never see the day 
when our professors . are trained in this 
way. No doubt some experience in teach- 
ing elementary schools is necessary. A man 
might be a Ph.,D. and still not be able to 
teach a child how to write. Butito suggest 
that it is more important for a college pro- 
fessor to know how to teach than to be 
erudite in his subject, seems to be carry- 
ing things to extremes. 

The machine age, which has made 
everything mechanical would soon have all 
professors stereotyped models of one an- 
other, thinldngjhe same and teaching the 
same, if ïtl^mOThods were allowed to con- 
inue unchecked. We think and hope how- 
ever that people will soon come to their 
senses and a reaction will take place against 
he modern tendency to make universities 
mere "factories of^;let|i^ini
